Bor fifty years Ohio cities were gov- 


erned under laws that classified them 
in grades according 
to 
population. 


Under such municipal laws the aver- 
age city of the 
third 
and • fourth 


grades got along very well. The peo- 
jjle-ruled absolutely, 
and 
changed 


their city officials and municipal con- 
trol as frequently as the conditions 
demanded. It was only in the larger 
cities that 
were 
subject to ripper 


bills in recent years to 
perpetuate 


machine rule of affairs, 
after 
the 


George B. Cox methods in Cincinnati, 
that any serious mismanagement or 
dissatisfaction prevailed among 
th.3 


people for more than a short period! 
at any one time. 


But corporations have found 
out 


how useful machine rule of the George 
,B. Cox type is for their interests, and 
that sort of machine rule is the very j 
thing that is to be made impregnable 
in the new code. 


The greatest sufferers by this radi- 


cal change in their governments will 
be the cities whose populations range 
from 10,000 to around 20.000. 


In the first place there will be a 


large increase in the expense of the 
governments of said cities to pay the 
salaries of the large number of new 
officers and boards that are created. 


Then there is the provision for tae 


election of Councilmen. In all th£ 
smaller cities there is to be but 7 
members of the Council—3 of whom 
are to be elected at large, and one 
each to be chosen in 4 districts. 


The control of the election of such 


a City Council is within the power 
of the corporations, and that is un- 
doubtedly the chief motive that un« 
derlies the whole scheme of the pro- 
posed municipal code.- 


The Councils of the average smaller 


.cities of Ohio are composed of busi- 
ness men of moderate means. These 
men, serving without 
compensation, 


have been willing to become candi- 
dates in their wards, but 
none of 


them, or at least very few of their., 
\ 


would be willing to become candidates 
before the whole city and 
make a 


canvass against candidates who are 
furnished money by big corporations. 


The corporations will see that Coun- 


cils are elected in their interest and 
thus they will come into absolute con- 
trol of the city governments. 


Under these circumstances 
it 
is 


plain that in a very few years everv 
city in Ohio will be completely in the 
grasp of big corporations- under ihe 
new code, and these corporations will 
have everything their own way In 
franchises and contracts. In short, 
the revenues of the cities of the State, 
that are not required for the new 
salaried officers, will, in due 
time, 


practically become the property 
of 


the corporations

tion of those who do not already know- 
it that the largest continuous belt of 
timber in the United States is located 
in Arizona and a part of New Mex- 
ico. This belt, mainly of magnificent 
pine, starts near the Dounclary line be- 
tween Utah and Arizona, crosses the 
Grand canyon of the Colorado river, 
covers the San Francisco and Mogol- 
lon mountains, runs southeasterly on a 
high level plateau, or "mesa," as it is 
called in this country, and over into 
New Mexico. The greater part of this 
is virgin forest and is principally in- 
cluded within the public domain. 


The forest raugers are employed by 


the government The force, under the 
command of a forestry supervisor, is 
largely recruited from old scouts, cow- 
boys and ranchmen who have spent 
the greater part of their lives in the 
country and who know "the lay of the 
land" and are familiar with all the 
trails and passes through the deep 
canyons. 
They are assigned to dis- 


tricts comprising from four to eight 
townships, the districts being divided, 
with respect to danger from forest fires 
and accessibility of the country over 
•vrhich the ranger is required to ride. 
He makes monthly reports to his super- 
visor, giving each day's ride,' where 
lie went, the purpose of his trip and 
what he saw and the distance trav- 
eled. 


The ranger is paid $60 a month and 


is required to own a horse and so much 
of a camping outfit as may be needed 
to live in the forest. 
Sometimes the 


abandoned cabin of a settler furnishes 
him with a roof, or ho may make for 
himself a rude shack of logs and bark, 
but frequently he lives in the open, 
sleeping on the ground under a blan- 
ket 
In the autumn, when the wind 


blows a hurricane and the dead grass 
and fallen leaves are. as dry as tinder, 
his life is an exciting one.

When Ulman Stromer long ago estab- 


lished paper making in Germany, he 
had no foresight of the important posi- 
tion paper was destined to assume in 
the civilization of man.

The supply of Germany and of all

ORIGIN OF THE KISS. 


Tie 
Greek Story, of the Way In 
Which It Came Into Being. 


Kissing is usually accepted as an 


, agreeable fact and its theory and his- 


tory are ignored, but if kissing did not 
begin -with Adam and Eve it began 
.with the beautiful young Greek shep- 
herdess who found an opal on one of 
the hills of Greece and, wishing to 
give it to a youthful shepherd whose 
hands, were busy with his flock, let 
Mm take it from her lips with his own, 
says Science Sittings. Thus the kiss 
Was invented, and perhaps the popular 


1 superstition against the opal may be

The" British, monarch Vorti- 
gern gave a banquet in honor of his 
Scandinavian allies, at which Rowena, 
the beautiful daught^- of Hengist was 
present During the p'roceedings, after 
pressing a brimming beaker to her 
lips, she saluted tbe astonished and de- 
lighted monarch with a kiss "after the 
manner of her people." 
- The most honorable royal kiss on rec- 
ord is that which Queen Margaret of 
France in the presence of the whole 
court one,day imprinted on the lips of 
' the ugliest man in the kingdom, Alain 


Chartier, whom she found asleep. To 
those around her she said.

HEADS BAR ASSOCIATION. 


Francis Rawle, Who Was Honored 


by tlie Lawyers. 


Francis Eawle of Philadelphia, who 


was elected president of the American 
Bar association at its meeting at Sara- 
toga, was fairly entitled to the honor 
conferred, having served for more than 
twenty years as treasurer of the as- 
sociation. 


Mr. Rawle is a native of Pennsylva- 


nia and is descended from a family 
that has been prominent in the history 


Here are examples of some of the 


best known tricks: 


The box trick is as clever as well 


known and. as old us any. A heavy, 
brass bound chest is exhibited. An as- 
sistant is placed in a large canvas, bag, 
the mouth of which is securely fas- 
tened, and the bag is placed in the 
chest, which is locked and r,oped. 


The box is concealed for a few sec- 


onds, and when it is revealed the occu- 
pant is sitting upon it, the closed and 
sealed bag beside him. The cords and 
seals on the box are intact. 


This astonishing feat is accomplished 


thus: The occupant of the bag has in- 
serted a wooden plug in the mouth 
while the tying is being done. When 
the chest is locked, he pulls it out, slips 
out his hand, pulls off the cords, gets 
out and replaces the cords over the top 
of the sack. 


By the time the chest is roped he is 


free. The chest has a secret opening, 
usually at the end, and while it is hid- 
den he crawls out. 
A slim man is 


usually employed to do the trick. 


The vanity fair trick is one of the 


most baflling in the repertory of the 
black art 
A woman stands before a 


large mirror about ten feet high and 
placed in a heavy frame. About three 
feet from the floor is a small shelf 
placed against the mirror, the bottom 
of which is about eighteen inches from 
the floor. The glass having been duly 
inspected, the young woman mounts 
the shelf. She then turns to arrange 
her hair by the mirror. She is asked to 
face the audience, but again and again 
turns her back, hence the name of the 
trick. 


Finally, losing patience, the perform- 


er thrusts a small screen iu front of 
her, fires a pistol at the spot where 
she was standing, snatches away the 
screen, and she has vanished. 


The top, bottom and sides of the m jr- 


ror have been in view all the time and 
only the center has been hidden for a 
few seconds. 


The secret lies in the fact that t\\e 


lower part of the mirror is ma<l? 
double, the bottom of the upper part 
being concealed by a second sheet o.f 
silvered glass placed in front of it 


The shelf fits against the line of 


Junction, and enables the mirror to be 
examined by the audience. As soon as 
the screen is placed the mirror slides 
up about a foot into the top of the 
frame. -The bottom of this mirror is 
cut away in the middle, leaving a hole 
about eighteen inches square, which 
was previously concealed from view 
by the double glass at the base.

When I was warden's secretary at a 


"model prison," supposed to be made 
pcTtect by a new warden put In'to 
abolish cruelty. I had no doubt that he 
was doing as lie pretended. 
There 


was a convict, No. 8224, down on the 
books as James K. Jones, serving a 
term for burglary. One day, notwith- 
standing the abolition of such puiiibh- 
meuts/he WHS flogged. 


The warden hail been appointed on 


the recommendation of a hundred in- 
fluential men, 
several of whom were 


clergymen, for the express purpo.se of 
reforming the prison, jet here was a 
case of flogging. 


Jones' record consisted of naught 


but black marks. He was reported as 
lazy, defiant, impudent and dangerous, 
and for a portion of the time he had 
been in chains and on bread and wa- 
ter. 
There were no reports against 


him under the new warden, and yet 
he bad received a cruel Hogging. 


I could not make it out and dared 


not ask my chief for an explana- 
tion. It was none of my affair, but 
I determined to have a talk with Jones 
himself, and after three or four days 
the opportunity came. I found him to 
be a physical wreck. He told me that 
when he entered the prison he was a 
man of thirty, in the best of health 
and had a magnificent physique. At 
thirty-six his hair was gray, his back 
bent, and he looked like a man of six- 
ty. He had been paddled or flogged 
over thirty times. He had boen struck, 
kicked and cuffed times without num- 
ber. He had lain in the dark cells for 
months at a time, and for months bis 
diet had been only bread iind water. 


Jones was ready enough to give the 


reason. Ue denied the burglary and 
declared that he had been wrongfully 
convicted. He was a man of hot tem- 
per, and when he arrived at the prison 
he was rebellious. He was flogged on 
the second day, and from that time on 
all the officials were down on him. He 
declared that he was deliberately nag- 
ged and provoked into defiance and 
that tho idea seemed to be to hound 
him to his death. When the new ward- 
en came, Jones hoped for fair treat- 
ment, but was disappointed. The new 
head was down on him from the first 
day and .sought for pretexts to admin- 
ister 
punishment If the convict's 


statements weie to be believed, then 
the warden had a streak of cruelty in 
his nature unsuspected by his friends, 
and I made up my mind to watch and 
wait and say nothing. 


I never got to speak with Jones 


again, but I knew what happened. 
Without a single report being entered 
against him be was flogged, douched 
with cold water, loaded with chains 
and confined in the dark cell. The 
guards nagged and provoked and 
bounded him, and the warden himself 
handled the cat o' nine tails and de- 
lighted in the punishment 1 knew 
this only after the convict's death or I 
should have left my situation and re- 
ported tbe facts to the governor. 


One day 1 was ordered to fill in and 


record a report of Jones' death. The 
blank bore the report and signature of 
the prison doctor. He gave the cause 
of death as heart trouble, but I came 
to know afterward that Jones had 
died under his last flogging. Not half 
a dozen men in the prison knew of his 
demise, though it brought about great 
changes. Two nights after the death 
the warden was aroused from his sleep 
to see Jones standing before him load- 
ed down with chains. He sprang out 
of bed and clutched at space. On the 
next night as the two guards who had 
pounded the convict were on duty in 
the wing Jones walked out of his 
open cell and paced up and down the 
corridor for ten minutes in full sight 
of them. On tbe next night the ghost |
